CHOLERA. 

Korea. — March 25. The German consul at Seoul has removed 
sanitary police inspection of vessels from Moji. 



Egypt. — April 9. Plague regulations in force at ports in Egypt 
against arrivals from Verawal. 

Spain. — April 8. Plague announced as present in Guayaquil. 

BARBADOS. 

Report from Bridgetown — Inspection of vessels — Sanitary conditions. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Urquhart reports, April 25: 

Week ended April 25. Bills of health were issued to 6 steamships, 
having a total of 238 members of crews and 75 passengers. 

The sanitary condition of this port remains good. No cases of yel- 
low fever have been reported on the island since the case that died 
April 14. 

No quarantinable diseases were reported during the week for the 
port or island.
